SO FAR, WITH BOTH WESTERN, THIRD WORLD BUSINESSMEN, 

FINDING IT EASIER THAN EVER TO MAKE APPOINTMENTS, 

CONTACTS, WITH CHINESE. 

LAT’S ELEGANT, IN PEKING (1 1/14), FINDS IT EXTREMELY 
DIFFICULT TO COMMUNICATE STARK REALITIES OF PRC LIFE 
TO FORTUNATE CITIZENS OF MORE AFFLUENT SOCIETIES; 

BUT OUTLINES SOME EPISODES, IMPRESSIONS, TO 
ILLUMINATE COUNTRY’S PROBLEMS, SOLUTIONS: CHINESE 
NOT ABASHED BY THEIR RELATIVE POVERTY, BUT PROUD 
OF THEIR PROGRESS, CANDID ABOUT SHORTCOMINGS; LACK 
OF BLUSTER ALSO REFRESHING; ONE COMMUNE LEADER CHEERFULLY 
ACKNOWLEDGED PEOPLE'S MILITIA IS LARGELY UNARMED 
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UNCLASSIFIED 
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TRAINING FORCE, RATHER THAN EFFECTIVE SECOND-LINE 

MILITARY UNITS; MAJOR CRIMES OF VIOLENCE MUCH LESS 
FREQUENT THAN IN LESS DISCIPLINED SOCIETIES, BUT PETTY 
THEFT CONTINUING PROBLEM IN PRC CITIES, COUNTRYSIDE - 
AS IS "SOLDIERING" ON JOB.
